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Return of Sea Island Cotton 


several inland Coastal counties rich with 
Sea Island cotton. Valdosta, for example, 
was the largest inland cotton market in the 
world. The boll weevil ruined it, finding 
Sea Island even more to its liking than up- 
land cotton. 

After 12 years the cross between up- 
land cotton and Sea Island has been work- 
ed out. It is easier to pick than Sea Island 
and itvhas a staple of from 13-8 inches 
to 16-7 inches. Soon they expect to have 
a two-inch staple. | 

Berrien was the first Georgia county 
to try the new seed and the results are 
good. We congratulate the new co-op and 
urge it to move and expand slowly, but to 
take in all farmers who are willing to 
follow the rules. This is a good thing for 
Georgia and will mean a better Georgia. 


Down in Berrien County farmers have 
organized a co-op to keep control of a 
new, long-staple Sealand cotton described 
as “the greatest opportunity to increase 
farm income in years.”

‘hhe theory of evolution is so well documented there isn’t any 
argument about it. It is no longer a battleground, and hasn’t been 
for years. It wasn’t even a battleground long ago when Tennessee pro- 
vided the Scopes, or “monkey trial,” at Dayton, Tenn. I suppose 
that trial confuses a lot of people who don’t know what they are 
talking about, but who feel they must talk. Evolution nowhere says, 
or suggests, that man is ascended from monkeys or apes, however 
much man’s actions may at times indicate it. 


The theory of evolution doesn’t at all interfere with the teach- 
ings of the Bible. I did not know anyone any longer thought so. 


-l am sure that no one insists on saying that the seven days in 


which the earth and all the celestial system were created, and man 
was created to inhabit the earth, were our ordinary garden variety 
of days. They may have been a thousand years, as we understand 
years. No one knows and the Book doesn’t reveal, the length of the 
days. But, even if they were, it is not important. 


Creation Man was created out of the earth, and evolution doesn’t 

argue about it. Life was created. Maybe it took a 
long time to create man. Maybe they threw away the first four or 
five tries and started over again. Maybe the final one came along 
slowly. 

I will match my own faith and my own belief in the Book 
with that of any of the fundamentalists who wish to divide hairs, 
and I would be very distressed if I could not believe in the theory 
of evolution. One is quite lost without it. 


To say that evolution isn’t a part of man’s life is to argue that 
when the Lord put him down on earth he was what he is now— 
that his mind was ready made and that he knew all about radio 
and steamships and television and the movies. The contrary is true. 
Man was a long time evolving up to the status of savage tribes. Man 
not only is a product of evolution, he still is going along on the 
production belt of evolution. He is changing and learning and grow- 
ing. He is building more churches and schools and filling them 
up, and he is learning that he had best send his preachers off to 
school and let them learn about science and the great discoveries 
in the scientific world. It will help man to be a better Christian to 
‘be an informed man. He will better understand the world about 
him and his place in it.’ It will not destroy this faith. It will 
strengthen his faith and make him strong. There is no quarrel 
between science and faith unless some thoughtless or deliberate 


person creates it. Both are of God. 
Gilt If God can give one gift He can give another. He can 
reveal the beauty of nature with as much ease as He can 
a formula for jet propulsion. As a matter of fact, the Creator 
gave the world some chemical formulae it never has figured out— 
the chlorophyl which makes leaves green, for example. If we could 
get the formula for that we’d have something as important as 
atomic energy. 

If man isn’t a part of evolution then he would have stopped 
right where he was when the Lord put him down, hot from the 
mould. He would have stayed more or less a clod, and we would 
have brute races wandering about the earth in skins, living in caves 
and killing one another with arrows and spears. 

I do not see how a man can study the teachings of Christ and 
not realize that they urge man to grow and improve—to evolve 
from out of his past and to improve upon it. 


All of life that means anything is evolution—growing from 
a less useful life to a more useful life ... from a clod 
to intelligence. Evolution is growth and change. There is no con- 
flict with religion. 


I distrust all persons who would seek to separate science from | 


God: religion from life. 

Christ was a teacher who walked on earth. He was not a mystic 
or just a colored drawing on a Sunday school picture card. And 
the greatest acceleration in the evolution of man has been the teach- 
ings of Christ. And we may hope it always will be. We send 
missionaries with the Word in the hope it may make men change 
their lives; that they may evolve from barbarity to sensitive, intelli- 
gent life. 

I read where a teacher of English who was asked why the 
English we talk. today is so much different from what it was in 
the time of Beowulf or the later Chaucer, replied. that the lan- 
guage had evolved and developed as had man. 

For that there seemingly are those who would remove him, or 
lynch him as a teacher. 

These things always happen and they are not important. To me, 
only a groping man thinks of the theory of evolution as some- 
thing ugly or meaning monkeys as forebears. 
which supports the best of Christianity. 


If Christ had approved of ignorance and mental chains He 
would not have been a teacher.

“Answer: It is my opinion, based upon an interpretation of the 
Federal income tax laws, that the relationship of employer and em- 
ployee did not exist between you and your son, and any contribu- 
tions made for the ‘A’ report card or for such dutiés as raking 
leaves would constitute a gift that would not be an allowable deduc- 
tion by you or taxable income to your son. 


“Question: Should your son file a Federal in- 
come tax on the long form (1040), required of 
men operating their own business, in view of the fact that he went 
into business for himself shortly before the close of the year by 
publishing a miniature tabloid newspaper of children’s news, for 
which he received approximately one penny a copy? 
“Answer: A person who is a citizen of the United States, having 
a gross income of $500 or more for the year, is required to file a 
Federal income tax return, irrespective of whether he is a minor or 
an adult, and irrespective as to whether he has embarked upon the 
many times uncertain, the sometimes troublesome and the always 
expensive sea of matrimony. Aliter, if the gross income is less than 
the $500 per annum. If, therefore, the small newspaper enterprise 
or business entered into by your son can be classified as a business 
or enterprise within the accepted sense of the law, it would be 
necessary that the long form (1040) be filed if the gross income 
from the business was less than $500 except and only in the event 
that Jimmy desires to file a return in order to obtain a refund of 
the 25 cents withheld from the $3 salary received by him. 
“In conclusion, may I suggest and, at the same

Allen S Offer time, devoutly trust that your worthy young son 
file with this office a Federal income tax return on or before 
March 15, next, which, if he so desires, I will gladly prepare for 
him, thereby affording me the pleasure, personally and officiaily, 
of refunding to him the 25 cents withheld by the State Treasurer. 
Won't you please also try to impress upon Jimmy the fact that, 
after all, the United States Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
State of Georgia does not have a set of satanic horns or a demonic 
forked tail?

More Talk About the Oil Shortage 


In our concern about the shortage of fuel oil and gasoline, we must not be content merely to do 
what we can to take care of the present emergency. We should,look ahead. Usually we can cope 


with a crisis, even though we are unprepared when we should not have been. 
gencies may constitute, in effect, a continuing emergency. 


But recurring emer- 
ow is the time to plan for the future. The 


people are entitled to know whether gasoline and heating oil will both be in reasonable supply next 


year and the year after that. 

In an article in the American magazine in 
January, 1944, I sounded the warning that, de 
spite the unjustified optimism of the oil industry, 
we were approaching the time when, on the basis 
of knéwn oil reserves, we would have an insuf- 
ficiency of domestic crude oil. And under date 
of May 30, 1947, I mailed to every member of 
Congress an open letter on the question of oil, 
deploring our lack of either a national or an in- 
ternational policy, and urging that something be 
done about it. 


In the meantime, the demand for gasoline 
exceeded all anticipations. Also irresponsi- 
ble manufacturers and distributors of oil 
burners continued te sell and install their 
equipment without warning the household- 
ers who put in an oil burner in place of a 
reliable coal furnace, that he might run into’ 
fuel difficulties. This is still going on. Oil 

equipment is being widely adver- 

very time that public officials 

ever each other vainly trying 

find ofi for heatiess homes. Even some of 

incorrigible optimists of the oil industry 

now admit that they do not know where suf- 

ficient supplies of petroleum products are to 
come from during the next few years. 


But still we have no national leadership on 
oil, although the situation requires such leader- 
ship. The Army and the Navy know that, in the 
event of another war, they will need at least 
two and a half million barrels of oil a day more 
than the present maximum productive capacity 
of our oil wells. They know,that, without oil, 
we could not hope to.win another war. The 
last one proved that conclusively. But they do 
mot seem to know how or where they could get 
oil if there should be another war. 

The Supreme Court has held that the United 
States has title to the rich oil-bearing tidelands 
off the coast of California. But what good is 
®@ paper title, if government officials occupy their 
time trying to devise a plan by which they can 
divest the country of this title, without the people 
knowing what is happening? If the Attorney 
General of the United States and the Secretary 
of the Interior, who are principally responsible 
in thie matter, had spent half of the time and 
energy in planning for the development and use 
of this oi] in the

larly the one lying west of California. 
oil executive once told me that, in his opinion, 
more oil would be found on that continental shelf 
than has been discovered to date on the Conti- 
nent itself. This continental shelf, at the in- 
stance of the then Secretary of the Interior, was 
formally declared by President Roosevelt during 
his lifetime, to be a part of the Continental United 
States. And what have we done about this?

Then I asked 
Congress for 30.million dollars with which to 
build small commercial plants.

So this 
synthetic program has had an auspicious 
start. But for this, all of the credit goes te 
the foresight and the achievement of the 
Roosevelt Administration.

serve Your Lettover Meat 
In Many Tempting Dishes 


By SALLY SAVER 


This is a story about leftover meat. 


Perhaps it’s yes- 


terday’s stew that by planned buying will make its second 
appearance, ‘neath a brown topping of baking powder 
biscuit or a crown of mashed potatoes. 


Perhaps the all important 
meat base is the flank end of a 
steak, the last trimmings from 
a rump or shoulder pot rost 
or a few slices left from the 
“boiled” beef. 

The ingredients for a meat 
pie aré small slices or cubes of 
cooked meat, enougt. yood-fla- 
vored gravy to cover and float 
the meat. With this, combine 
cooked vegetables of equal, but 
not more than double, the meas- 
ure of meat. 


MEATS FOR PIE 


Let’s take these one at a time. 
Ground meat may be used in a 
meat pie, but identifiable pieces 
of meat are preferred. Two 
kinds of leftover meat may be 
‘combined as cooked beef with a 
sliced frankfurt, cooked veal 
with a slivered slice of cooked 
liver, a left-over cooked chop of 
lamb or pork, or a sausage pat- 
tie may be sliced and combined 
with either veal or beef. 


GRAVY ALTERNATES 

If gravy is missing, start with 
some minced onion browned in 
bacon drippings. Sprinkle with 
flour—two ‘ablespoons for each 
cup of liquid. Stir and add the 
water, snilk, or meat broth. A 
bouillon cube or two peps up the 
flavor. For richness of color, 
add a spoonful of meat sauce or 


catsup, or add a half teaspoon 
of horseradish or prepared mus- 
tard. Let the sauce bubble for 
about five minutes then add the 
meat and heat. 


ARRANGEMENT OF 
INGREDIENTS 

For the arrangement, pour the 
meat and gravy into the casse- 
role or divide into individual 
servers. Distribute the vegeta- 
bles evenly over the meat. If a 
biscuit topping is used, have 
enough gravy to cover the vege- 
tables and be certain the filling 
is hot before placing the biscuits 
on top. Mashed potatoes will not 
absorb as much sauce. A bis- 
cuit topping needs 20 minutes 
in a hot oven (400 degrees F.). 
For mashed potatoes, 
about 15 minutes or until the 
potatoes are lightly browned.

Save Greece 
At All Costs, 
Author Says

Willie Snow Ethridge can't 
bear the thought of reading her 
new book “It’s Greek to Me,” 
for fear she will see phrases 
she oncé thought transcendent 
turn out to be duds, but she 
hopes she gave her prospective 
readers the:idea she intended to 
convey: 

We must not give up in 
Greece, no matter how much it 
costs. 


Her husband, Mark Ethridge, 
publisher, Louisville Courier 
Journal and the kinds of news- 
paper man automatically de- 
scribed as distinguished, is apt 
to lift. his brow at such a remark 
and probe: 


“Even if it means Mark, Jr., 
will have to go to war again?” 


To which his volatile, humor- 
ous “roommate,” as Mrs. Eth- 
ridge calls herself, is apt to 
demur, as she did here Tuesday. 


“Well... we can do it with- 
out war... if only we will.” 


Willie Snow Ethridge toured 
Greece in a jeep while her hus- 
band served in the Balkans as 
the American delegate on the 
UN Commission, saw Greek vil- 
lage after Greek village burned 
to the ground, their menfolks 
and boys all killed ... “hun- 
dreds of Lidices.” At her side 
was a Greek girl interpreter 
who impatiently interrupted 
long stories of sadness and tales 
of their bitterness against their 
own guerrillas from her people 
to interpolate: “The dead must 
be with the dead! The living 
must be with the living! Let us 
get on with life.” 

MARSHALL PLAN 

It is in that spirit, perhaps, 
that Mrs. Ethridge so fervently 
believes in the Marshall Plan 
as the very salvation of the 
world. She and her husband 
work ardently in the cause of 
the idea that Marshall himself 
termed a “calculated risk,” “as 
a gamble, but one we must 
take.” 


“We must not condemn West- 
ern Europe as a ruined land. It 
has been highly productive! It 
has been rich! If we can get it 
back on its feet again, trade will 
follow; cultural and democratic 
feeling will be exchanged: there 
will be a chink in the Iron Cur- 
tain no matter what Russia does. 
I don’t think it matters exactly 
how much it costs. The thing 
we must consider is what it will 
cost if we do not do ‘t! 


“This world cannot avoid war 
if we isolate ourselves building 
up a great war machine, as the 
Anti-Marshall Plan thinkers 


‘ would have us do... and letting 


Russia do the same.” 


Mrs. Ethridge says Russia is 
busily fomenting strife and mis- 
ery, on the proper assumption 
that such conditions are fertile 
grounds for communism. She 
believes revolutions, strikes, 
chaos are part of the Russian 
plan of encroachment. 


The Louisville publisher’s wife, 
who was born in Savannah and 
lived many years in Macon, does 
not feel we should simply stand 
by and do nothing in America 
- +» especially the women of 
America. She is active in the 
Louisville League of Women 
Voters, and the Women’s Action 
Committee, and makes repeated 
public appearances urging wom- 
en to be heard on every issue. 

“I keep telling them to vote,” 
she said, “but they don’t do it. 
They should write their con- 
gressmen personally, often, let- 
ting them know how they feel 
on issues of the day. This is no 
time to be removed from the 
problems of the day!” 

Mrs. Ethridge will be in town 
through Wednesday, autograph- 
ing her newest and fifth book 
from 3 to 5:30 p. m. in the book 
department at Rich’s.
